Griffin Coad of Trade Sec- 
etary States. his Positon, 


Will Go Before State Railroad Com- 
mission and Ask That Roads

Griffin, Ga., March 3.—(Spectal.)—One 
of the most important fights ever waged 
in Georgia before the raflroad cemmis- 
sion will be precipitated when Secretary 
Brewer, of the Griffin boami of trade, 
brings up his petition for 20 per cent re- 
duction in the frelght rates in Georgia. 

(Mr. Brewer is backed by the whole of 
Griffin. The reduction asked for ie ot 
alone for the benefit of Griffin, but is for 
a general reduction of 20 per cent on 
intra-state freight rates, and affects 
every town in the state. A reduction 
has been granted some of the towns In

When seen today Mr. Brewer,sald: 

“There are no new developments in 
the situation ag regards my petitio for 
a 20 per cent reduction of Intra-state 
rates. JI do not want to give away all 
the points I shal] make before the com- 
mission, Dut you may be sure that I 
will surprise the people of Georgia with 


_the exposures of the true conditions of 


railroad affairs in this state. I will say 
this much, however, the railroads made 
at least 25 per cent more money last 
year than the year before. 
Difference in Trains. 
‘Now they certainly cannot plead that 


they are poor and misunderstood. When 
the present rates were established a 
freight train was made up of about ten 
or twelve cars and each car only carried 
about ten or fifteen tons. Today the 
freight cars carry from twenty to forty 
tons and it is a short train that has not 
from thirty to forty cars. 

‘The same size crew runs the forty-car 
train, heavily loaded, as the one consist- 
ing of ten cars, carrying only ten tons

by Savannah as a port are thus enum- 
erated by The Press: 

Last year 196 ships cleared for foreign 
ports and 614 steamships cleared for 
domestic business, while 288 coastwise 
sailing vessels went out of this port. The 
shipping amounted to over 2,000 craft of 
all kinds, with @ tonnage of over 3,000,- 
000. In -1873 the greatest draft of ves- 
sels was 17 1-2 feet; last year the great- 
est draft of vessels was 25 |-2 feet. So 
Savannah is really a promising place for 
the government to secure and maintain 
deep water. There are four railroads cen- 
tering here, whose trackage covers ten 
southern states, with \a population of 
16,000,000. The railroad terminals here 
cover nearly 760 acres. There are two 
steamship lines operating about 18 steam- 
ships, with a ‘total tonnage of 62,800, 
regularly employed in the trade of this 
port. The average run from Savannah to 
Liverpool by sailing vessels is ten days 
less than from New Orleans. 

The completion of the work so suc- 
cessfully begun, despite the pecula- 
tions of rascally contractors and gov- 
ernment officials, is vital to the com- 
mercial interests of the southeast and 
should enlist the strong support of 
the entire southern delegation in con- 
gress.
